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: his manual contains information for youth workers and educators 
working with socially apart youth. By “socially apart” we mean 
young people who may be homeless living on the streets, or in refugee 
camps. They may be out of school and not living with their families. Some 
of these young people might be involved in prostitution or child labour. In 
some way they are “socially apart” from access to basic goods and services 
provided by society. 


For this reason they may not have access to information, care, and support 
that would enable them to stay healthy and avoid infection with the 
Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), the virus that can cause AIDS. They 
may also be vulnerable to other sexually transmitted diseases (STDs) and 
illnesses. These young people have questions and may be concerned 
about their sexuality and sexual health. 


WHY A RESOURCE PACK? 


This manual is called a resource pack because it contains lists of resources and 
contacts that can help youth workers and educators network with each other 
and discuss sexual health and AIDS with young people as well as share 
experiences with others working in the same areas. It is designed to: 


@ offer ideas about how to include activities on sexual health and AIDS in 
existing youth programmes 


m@ share information about existing resources such as games, posters, 
videos, comics, and training materials 


™@ suggest ways that these resources can be modified and adapted to suit 
specific needs 


™ provide some actual examples of games and activities that can be 
adapted and used to help:young people make healthier and safer 
choices 


™ encourage networking and information sharing among groups who 
are working with socially apart youth 


SHARE YOUR IDEAS AND YOUR WORK 


The idea to produce this resource pack came from people who are work- 
ing directly with socially apart youth. They shared information about their 
activities and the materials they are using.

HEALTH FOR US ALL * 


INCLUDING HEALTH IN EXISTING PROGRAMMES FOR YOUTH 


shelter, food, clothing or protection against violence. Defending their health is also essential. But you may 
feel that taking on the issue of health is more than you and your project can handle, and the children themselves 
may not identify health as a primary concern. 


WW rs with socially apart youth can be very overwhelming. They have many urgent needs such as safe 


Yet what happens if large numbers of the young people you are working with become sick with diseases such as 
cholera or AIDS? How will you cope with the cost of care and treatment, especially when health services are often 
unable to deal with increasing demands? Your project may succeed in saving a child from starvation and violence, 
but these successes will seem meaningless if that child remains vulnerable to other life-threatening illnesses. 
Preventive health should therefore be an integral part of any youth programme. 


WHERE TO BEGIN 


If your organisation has never worked on health issues before, start by getting information on the most urgent 
health problems in your area. Contact the local health office or clinic and find out what health problems affect the 
people in your community. Talk with your co-workers and the young people you work with to learn about the 
health issues most affecting them. Try not to start with a fixed idea of what the major health problems are. With an 
open mind you can often discover important problems which may not be obvious to outsiders. 


When you have identified some priorities, choose one and begin by learning about the problem. If it is cholera, for 
example, find out the ways it can be prevented and treated. Look for training materials that can prepare everyone in the 
project to discuss the problem of choleia. Check if there are materials that can be adapted for use directly with your 
group, such as comic book stories or posters. Make sure that the prevention measures and treatments suggested in the 
materials are appropriate by discussing the information with the children. For example, pictures showing indoor flushing 
toilets and running water would not be useful if they are not available to the young people you are working with. 


SEXUAL HEALTH AND AIDS 


People often avoid talking about sexual health issues and AIDS because they feel embarrassed to talk about sex. 
Young people in particular may feel uncomfortable discussing sex. However, because many youth are vulnerable to 
sexually transmitted diseases including AIDS, we should overcome our reluctance to discuss sex and sexuality and 
motivate young people to look for advice and support. 


It Is important to make sure that you and your co-workers are comfortable with the topic of sexual health and AIDS 
before beginning to discuss it with others. Some training may be useful. Consult health workers in your community 
for possible sources of training on the topic, or consider using some of the training materials listed in the resources 
section of this resource pack for ideas. Try to get in touch with professionals or other organisations working in the 
areas you want to focus on. 


Become familiar with the range of issues and means of prevention before you 
start working with others. If you plan to mention condoms as a way of 
preventing pregnancy or STDs and AIDS, make sure you know how to use 
them correctly, and be prepared to demonstrate this. Organise open talks 
among your group to discuss feelings and concerns around the different 
topics. 


Including health as a regular part of youth programmes does not require the 
creation of a special project or taking on new workers. Many of the games and 
activities in the resources section of this pack can easily be included along with 
your existing activities and can be fun to use. They may even provide an 
opportunity to expand your understanding of the young people with whom you 
are working and facilitate an interactive and richer communication with them. 
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i here are many existing resources that we can look at for ideas on 

how to discuss and inform young people about AIDS and sexual 
health. Many groups may lack the money or experience to develop new 
materials by themselves, so it is useful to see what others have already 
produced. You may then decide that some of these resources can be 
adapted to meet the specific needs of the group we are trying to reach. 


In order to be effective, it will be necessary to adapt most games, comics, 
posters, videos and training manuals. Materials listed in the resources 
section of this pack, for example, were all designed for use with a particular 
group and with a certain set of messages. It is unlikely that you will find 
resources that exactly meet the needs of your group, or that take into 
account the cultural aspects that are unique to your situation. So here are 
some ideas to help you think about the process of adaptation. 


DEFINE THE GROUP 


Your project may work with several different groups of young people, so 
plan to look at different resources and teaching strategies depending on 
the group. For example, young people who have been sexually exploited 
or involved in sex work would need a certain type of information different 
from younger children who are not yet sexually active. Think about: 


@ Group size. Do you plan to work with large or small groups or individuals? 


m Who is in the group? Are you trying to involve children directly, or will 
you work with teachers, trainers, and street educators? 


m What is the age, gender, reading ability and level of social skills of your 
group? Would you use the materials differently with different groups? 


Clearly defining the group will make it easier to select and adapt ap- 
propriate resources. 


ASSESS THEIR UNDERSTANDING 


Find out what the group already know about the problem. Listen to their 
concerns and encourage them to discuss their feelings. In this way you can 
find out what they may not understand or have difficulty in dealing with. 
You can then consider which resources can best respond to the specific 
needs you assessed. 


One difficultly is that subjects such as AIDS and sexual health are very 
personal and responses may be specific to a particular cultural setting. 
Issues are raised that need to be handled sensitively. So the best way to 
adapt resources is to define the problem and to search for an adequate 
way to relay the information with the people in your project and the active 
participation of the boys and girls. 


SELECTING RESOURCES 


Lists of resources may not tell you everything you need to 
know about the content. But there are basic themes in 
AIDS education: sexuality, anger and violence, risk taking, 
prejudices, discrimination, dealing with crises and emo- 
tions, use of drugs, pregnancy and contraception. What 
are the issues that you identified as most important for 
your project now? Which subjects do you find more 
difficult to tackle in your work? What are the gaps in your 
education programme? What are the most common 
doubts young people express? What are they most wor- 
ried about? Asking these questions can help to narrow 
down the choices. 


Don't be influenced by where the resources come from 
and assume that the best will come from developed 
countries. More sophisticated material may look good 
and have good promotion, but it doesn’t necessarily get 
the message across to your group. The best resources are 
often those that have been developed with the children 
themselves, by workers with direct access to them, and f 
those that have been pre and post tested with similar 

groups. oO G 
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Be sure that the resources are available in languages that you or your staff can understand or at least can have 
translated. If it is a video, check to make sure that you can obtain a copy in the video format of your country (VHS 
or BETA in either NISC, SECAM, or PAL) unless you have a multi-standard video player. 


It is also important to think about the types of resources you select. Do you have a video player and room to show 
videos, or would it be better to make a Play or puppet show around the same issue? Where could you place 
posters, or would small stickers make a bigger impact? 


Check with other groups, especially inose with a resource centre, to see if they might have locally produced 
materials or already have those from other places. Ask them about their experiences with the material and find out 
if you can see a copy. This can help you save time and money by avoiding things that are not appropnate or 
duplicating existing information. 


Even though there are many free and low cost resources, it is sometimes necessary to pay for postage. Decide how 
much your group can afford to spend. Remember to allow enough time for materials to arrive. It can sometimes 
take several weeks. 


WHEN THE RESOURCES HAVE ARRIVED 


Spend time looking at them and discussing them with your co-workers. Be bold about rejecting anything that is 
totally unsuitable, even if this seems like a waste of money. Using inadequate resources is even more of a waste. 
Sometimes it is possible to review more expensive resources like videos and manuals before you have to pay. Ask the 
distributor of expensive materials for this option when you request the copy. Return the ones that are not 
appropriate. 


Whether the resources are games and group activities, manuals, comics, videos or films, you should decide whether 
they seem to match the needs of your group. Check to see if the main messages from the material seem to answer 
the questions of your group. Remember who it is you want to use this material with. 


TEST THE MATERIAL 


If you have reviewed the material and it seems as if it may be useful, you are ready to try it with a small number of people 
from your group. Select a place that is safe and free from distractions. Choose a time when the group will not be tired or 
hungry, perhaps after a snack or meal. Ask the group to sit in a circle on chairs or comfortable cushions. 


Ask them for some basic information about the topic you have chosen. Observe the reactions of the group when 
they are using the resource. Take notes of things that they say When they have finished, ask them what they 


thought about the resource. Find out what was confusing for them. Discover what they liked and disliked about 
the resource. Ask them the same questions you asked them in the beginning to find out if the messages from the 
material helped to improve their understanding of the topic. 


If it is a video, consider showing parts of it as a way of stimulating discussion and activity. Freeze the images that 
you feel are controversial and ask for reactions. Find out how the group feels it is different and how it is the same 
In terms of action, language, and situations. 


With this information your group Is now ready to decide whether to use the resources, themselves by adapting 
them to your situation, just use the ideas in the materials to make your own resources, or add some guidelines to 
better explore the issue. 
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ADAPTING 


Even if the video, game or comic seems like it has been made for a group exactly the same as yours, adapting it so 
that it is truly interactive may be the best way of teaching and learning. People remember things that involve them. 


Unless you have a large budget to make your own video, and are sure that you may use it frequently, you will need 
to consider other options. Perhaps the group could act the story as a dramatic play or with puppets. Or you may 
even decide to write guidelines that suggests some issues to discuss when showing the video. The same ideas apply 
with comics. You can either think about how to draw it differently, or just use different words in the “bubbles”. 
Individuals and groups can work on parts of this, putting together a final comic strip for further discussion and 
maybe even presenting to others. You may also use pictures from magazines to develop your own comics, posters 
or games. 


ASK SOME MORE QUESTIONS 


You can see that using existing materials interactively may lead you into creating your own. If you decide to do this, 
you can step back and ask a few more questions: 


mg What are the relevant ideas for the group in this resource? 

w What should be kept, cut, or added? 

mg What issues do you want to include in your video, game or comic? 
m How can you make these points in different ways? 

mg What people and situations should be used? 


gw What words make sense? 


m Would you use the words used by these group, or would they trust the information more if the words were 
those used by a doctor or a health worker? 


SOME USEFUL TIPS 


Use the human resources you have - everyone has some skill to give the group. Make sure each child or teenager 
has a role that reflects, and_even stretches, their abilities. 


If you use professional or volunteer help from a designer or film-maker make sure this person gets involved in all 
stages of the group activity. Don’t take away the group's ideas for someone outside to process. 


Consider inviting a person with experience in the area of AIDS and sexual health to get their opinion. Discuss with 
them the different issues that have emerged. Maybe they know examples of what has worked well elsewhere, or 
mistakes that might be avoided. 


You don't have to produce something sophisticated, just something usable. Once you have your new resource, test 
it on other groups, incorporate their comments, and share it with other projects, including the Hand-in-Hand 


Network! 
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j his section contains a selection of m@re than 130 resources. These are distributed by some of the groups listed 
in the contacts and networking section of the resource pack.

2. MEMORY GAME

This game was produced through a process of discussions with street 
youth. The street educators and the street youth determined that it was 
necessary to clearly show how HIV is, and is not, transmitted. They then 
worked with an artist to produce images on cards to explain these mes- 
sages. You will need two copies of each card to play. 


With these cards young people can play the memory game. The rules for 
this game are: 


1. Start by placing all the cards in rows on any flat surface with the images 
facing down. 


2. The first player turns one card over, leaving it in the same place in the 
row. Then this same player turns over a second card, leaving it also in the 
same place. ‘ 


3. If the images on these two cards match, the player must answer 
whether and why the activity shown on this set of cards is “safe” (such as 
_ sharing food) or “unsafe” (such as having sex without a condom). 


4. If the answer was correct (as clarified by the educator), then the player 
may pick up the set of cards and turn over another two cards. But if the 
answer was wrong, the cards are turned back over and the next player has 
a chance to try and find two matching cards. 


5. The game is finished when all the cards have been correctly matched 
and the right answer has been given about whether the activity shown on 
the set of cards is “safe” or “unsafe. ” The player with the most cards at the 
end of the game wins. You might consider giving the winner a prize, such 
as an extra condom!

The comics printed on these t-shirts were produced by a group of street 
youth. They show images of safe behaviours in the context of the daily 
lives of the street youth. 


Using comics to convey information can be useful for groups who do not 
read. Also, many young people like to look at comics so they attract 
attention and help to get the message across. Comics also encourage 
interactive communication because children may ask what they mean, 
opening a discussion. 


Printing the comics on a t-shifs has the advantage of being with the 
children while they are wearing them. T-shirts with comics also last longer 
than a comic printed in a book or on poster. 


The comic stories in these two examples were developed after discussions 
with a group of street youth where it was decided that it was necessary to 
explain the following: 


@ that it is not possible for boys to become infected with HIV by mastur- 
bating together in a group 


™@ using a condom correctly during sex can prevent HIV transmission 
With the help of an artist, the group developed these two stories: 

Story One: 

A street youth runs from a policeman who wants to beat him. He Passes in 
front of a cinema showing pornographic films and then imagines himself 
having sex with the movie star. He is excited by this idea and so he joins his 


peers to engage in a competition to see who can ejaculate first (a common 
game among young boys). 


Story Two:

He imagines having sex with her 
and remembers that the street educator recom- 
mended using condoms. 


In both stories the children created the slogan “A
